However Soviet and Western. ideas 
of “peaceful co-existence” are obviously 
very. different. The Soviet government 

—the Soviet interest is to= 
split Western Europe and to break 
the ties between Europe and the devel- 
oping countries of Africa and Asia. 

At follows that the Soviet. Union 
must try to keep Britain and her part- 
ners of the European Free Trade 
Association from joining the Common 
Market, and to: prevent the newly inde 
pendent countries of Africa or Asia 
from seeking association or other links

The dogma is this: each country, to 
be politically independent, must have its 
own industry; the capitalists, or colonial- 
ists, do not want other countries to be 
independent but want to keep them -in 
servitude so that they can exploit them;

Reverse Facts

The Common Market is committed 
to the progressive lowering of its 
tariffs so as to increase trade with the 
outside world.

I watched Dr. Cooley make a beautiful 
arteriogram (x-ray picture of arteries) by 
injecting a substance into an artery which 
made every detail of it and its branches 
visible in a picture. I also saw men making 
a study of the circulation of the blood ,run- 
ning through the. heart. This new technic 
should prove to be very valuable if it can 
take all of the guesswork out of estimating 
_the blood-carrying capacity of the “coron- 
ary”or main arteries of the heart—the 
ones that plug up in the cases of bad “heart 
attacks.” 

I came away. from Houston with a heart 
full of gratitude that, today, more and more 
surgeons with great courage, great skill and
